The 
nrobers were told that it 
was an honor to serve on a grand 
jury, since under the American 
system of government, no one can 
be tried, unless under a 
federal 


charge, before being Indicted by a 
grand jury. (There are also fed- 
eral grand juries." 


"The grand Jury is one of the 


most sacred of all elements Involv- 
ed In local self government," Judge 
Mays declared, and then explained 
the workings and duties of 
the 


jury. He asked the members 
to 


remember when voting indictments 
that they generally hear only the 
prosecution side, while the petit 
Jury hears both the state and de- 
fense sides. The court suggested 
that If there was any doubt as to 
the guilt of a defendant, the grand 
jury would be Justified In declin- 
ing to return Indictments. 


Some Guilty Go Free 


"Many guilty persons go free un- 


der our system, but even that ii 
better than for an Innocent man 
to suffer," Judge Mays asserted. 
He also explained why many per- 
sons indicted are not prosecuted— 
later evidence shows a case can- 
not be established, etc. The judge 
la of the opinion that the certainty 
of prosecution, even If a defendant 
Is acquitted, is s.
